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To School Board of Berlin, N.-H., Gentlemen :— 


In looking over the progress of the schools during the 
past year, we find the condition to be very favorable 
indeed. Progress has been made in every department, 
and the interest shown by the pupils, to say the least, is 
far ahead of last year. 

According to the vote of the town last year, all books 
have been purchased and are now controlled by the 
school system of the town. Since the commencement of 
the academic year, the classes in all the departments 
have been placed upon the grade, and are now well up 
to itin all branches. Each school is found to have done 
the required work, and that with considerable ease, so 
the present grade as it now stands has proved itself a 
very profitable one. The present condition indicates 
that when the classes move into the respective grades 
next fall that they will be found to be in better condition 
than those preceding, as indeed was the fact last fall. 

That the pupils of Berlin are unusualy capable and 
show an aptitude for their work there is no doubt, but 
they must have encouragement from every quarter if this 
is to be sustained. 

Punctuality and attendance are the great things to be 
worked for now, and this can only be brought about by 
the combined efforts of parents and teacher, at home, 
abroad, everywhere. It is hoped, therefore, that the 
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parents will make an effort to increase the visiting list 
over last year. It will pay to visit the schools occasion- 
aly, as the teachers will be able to do better work when 
she finds a live, active interest about her. It is her 
natural atmosphere, and in it she will be able to produce 
the be-t results with the least expenditure. 

The musicin the schools during the past year has 
proved very successful, with, perhaps, the exception of 
the High school. This partial failure was due to two 
conditions, viz: the hmited time allowed for the daily 
drill in that branch, and the illness of the teacher during 
the past term. ‘The first can be remedied; the second 
will take care of itself. There is no reason why this 
can not prove a good thing for the Berlin schools if the 
proper amount of money can be expended upon it, 

There is not 2 single book now in use that we should 
advise to be changed. A series of arithmetics, (Green- 
leafs) of three grades, viz: primary, intermediate and 
common school has been adopted for the respective de- 
partments, and also the same change has been made with 
regard to geographies. he old Fish arithmetic is still 
retained in the High school for higher work. The 
llarper system of copy books has been adopted, whick 
contains four grades, viz: tracing course, two numbers ; 
primary Course, seven numbers ; intermediate, three num- 
bers and grammar four numbers. This, we think, will 
raise the standard of writing in the schools which has 
been very deficient, owing to the lack of method and to 
the variety of copy books used by pupils in the same 
schools. This study will be carried further into the 
High school, where it will be taken up in connection 
with composition and bookkeeping, where neatness and 
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legibility will recelve especial attention. Three sets of 
reading books are in use and are changed from one school 
to the other each term, while in the High school a further 
variety 1s obtained by the use of newspaper reading and 
selected pieces once a week. This we think will raise 
the standard of reading and break up the monotony which 
results from conning over the same piece in one book 
from term to term, 

The present condition of the High school shows a 
membership of fifty-four, with an average of forty-nine 
for the last term. Should this number hold yood, and 
there is no reason why it will not, nearly every seat will 
be occupied at the commencement of the fall term, as no 
class graduates this June. O the three members who 
compose the upper Class and were expecting to gradu- 
ate in June, one has gone away to school, one has 
dropped out to work and the young lady expects to en- 
gage in tea hing during the coming spring. | 

During the winter term a bell was pliced in the school 
tower, purchased by a subscription among the citizens. 
The piano which was purchased by the pupils of the 
High school a year ago, has been very nearly two-thirds 
paid for by them with receipts from different entertain- 
ments. Curtains have also been purchased for the entire 
front windows ot the Tigh school building with money 
obtained from the same source. 

In summing up and comparing with last year, I think 
we have reason to congratulate ourselves upon the result. 
The comparison shows growth and progress, and is an 
encouragement to work bravely and happily on,

A public Examination will occur at the end of each 
term 

Written tests shall be given at the middle and close of 
each term, in the High and Grammar schools. 


Two declamations or original essays each term, to be 
given at the morning exercises, shall be required of each 
pupil during the last two years in the High school. 


Whenever, in the judgment of the Board of Education, 
any pupil cannot profitably continue with his class, or 
from neglect of duty, anypupil fails to maintain a rank 
of 75 per cent., he shall be remanded to the next lower 
class. 

A certificate of promotion shall be issued at the close 
of each school year, to all pupils entitled thereto. 


Absence from the school must be accounted for by a 
written excuse from the parents, upon return of absentee 
and the rank of such pupil shall be zero until the work 
lost is made up. | | 

No pupil shall be dismissed during school hours with- 
out a written excuse from their parents, except for 
special reasons. 

The first class of the High school shall hold gradua- 
ting exercises at the close of each school year; the ap- 
pointments for which shall be made from those maintain- 
ing the best average rank during the course. 
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Pupils shall watk quietly up and down stairs and 
through the halls; make no loud noise at any time in 
-any port of the building. 

Any pupil who shall be guilty of defacing or injuring 
any school furniture or buildings, inside or out, shall be 
liable to the, civil law 

Teachers shall have general supervision ot their 
respective school rooms, shall entorce the rules and 
regulations of the Board, give notice of needed repairs, 
and hold the janitors to a strict performance of their 
duties. 


They shall be at their respective rooms fifteen minutes 
before the opening of each session, shall commence and 
close promptly on time, and not allow pupils to remain 
in the school room unless under their supervision.
